1,220 DEATHS IN 
CANADA 


Ottawa, Dec. 27.—The toll of 
death from industrial accidents 
Mroughout Canada last year 
cost the lives of .no less than 
1,220 workmen, While 5,780 re- 
ceived serious injuries. Thus 
7,000 workers in Canada’s in- 
dustrial army met with fatal or 
serious accidents. . 

The metal trades and the 
railway services are by far the 
most hazardous employments. 

On Canadian steam railways 
382 employes were killed last 
year and 1,831 were injured. In| 
addition to that there were 152) 
men killed in railway construc- | 
tion work and 111 injured. In | 
the metal trades 103 men were 
killed and 1,326 were injured. | 
There were 69 fatal and 62 non- 
fatal accidents in connection 
with navigation.

Canadian Professor Makes Suggestions 
as to Overcoming the Ice-berg Peril 


Professor Barnes, of McGill Uni- 
versity, Montreal, submitted to th: 
Minister of Marine and Fisheries, an 
interim report on his investigations oi 
methods whereby ships may be warn- 
ed of the nearness of ice or land. The 
professor regards the results of his 
work as highly satisfactory. 

Professor Barnes has now for three 
years investigated conditions in the 
St. Lawrence, in the Straits of Belle 
Isle and along the Labrador coats, the 
Department of Marine and Fisherie: 
supplying him with a steamer. 

The concluding portion of Professor 
Barnes’ report was as follows:— 

Very important results have beep 
obtained indicative of methods which 
should be developed for equipping 
ships for avoiding ice and land. The 
experiments have been so decisive and 
reliable that I must strongly recom 
mend that attention be devoted by the 
Government and by steamship com 
panies towards adopting accurate tem 
perature recorders on board ship. 

“Again I must emphasize that it is 
to a study of the variations of tem 
perature tn the sea and not the tem 
perature itself which will enable navi 
gators safely to avoid ice and land at 
night or in time of fog. I would 
strongly recommend the Government 
to equip at once a ship to map out 
the isothermal! lines around the coasts 
of Newfoundland, Labrador and the 
shores of the Gulf of St. Lawrence 
and Straits of Belle Isle, for in so do 
{ng a chart could be prepared which 
would be of great assistance to navi 
gators using these waters. 

“Similar charts should be made ail 
over the world, but this is a mattei 
for international action and not for one 
Government alone.”

FLESH FLIES 


Can Do No Damage if Given No Place 
to Lay Their Eggs 


When the sheep's wool becomes 
filthy and the skin irritated, an idea) 
condition is made for the work of the 
maggot fly. And when the maggots 
get a start they create a more and 
more friendly harbor for their kind 
as they work and increase in numbers 
under the wool. A sheep infected with 
maggots is a most pitiful sight, help 
less against the parasites eating out 
its flesh until the sheep dies, its flesh 
gnawed out in a most cruel manner 
For the sake of humanity, if for no 
other reason, sheep should be saved 
from much suffering. 

Thege flies can do no damage if not 
given a suitable place to lay their 
eggs. Sheep should be watched’ care 
fully, especially in warm damp wea 
ther, and dirty tag-locks or other filth 
clipped off and a little tar dabbed on 
if the skin is chafed. These maggots 
also get in their work under rams’ 
horns. Indeed, a ram with heavy 
horns lying close to his head will hard- 
ly pass through a summer without in 
fection unlesu the files are kept away 
by putting some tar on the ram's 
head. 

An infected sheep can be told by 
the fact that it refuses to eat, stands 
with its head down and most often 
by itself, and stamps its feet or jerks 
its head exactly as irritation by mag: 
gots would, lead ome to expect. The 
remedy is simple. Cut away the woo) 
close. Clean’ “all maggots, using 
turpentine to wash them out. Smear 
the place thoroughly with tar. Then 
watch the sheep to see that the flies 
do not again start in the same place. 
Thoroughness in cleaning out the 
parasites is essential, for one left ia 
will start the damage all over.

AFTER AWFUL FALL 


Parachute Jumper Dies in His Bed Out 
West, Having Survived a Fall of 
Half a Mile. 

— 

‘The man who fell 8,000 feet from a 

valloon lived seventeen years longer 
han anyone but himself sald he would. 
When crushed and paralyzed and des- 
yaired of by surgeons, he insisted that 
‘Ye would survive to go up again, and 
ye did. The great fall occurred in 
Venezuela in 1895. (Seventeen years 
later, the man died in Edmonton, Alta., 
after an illness of several months, He 
was Chares Wolcott, professional aero- 
naut. There is no record of another 
experience like his. 

Wolcott was the son of a Louisiana 
planter, who lost everything in the 
Civil War, The boy joined a circus 
fated. Wolcott hopped on the tra- 
peze performer. He was with Sells 
Brothers and the origina) Adam Fore- 
paugh show. In 1882, when Wolcott 
was eighteen years old, the balloonist 
and parachute jumper of the circus fell 
and was killed.  T' boy succeeded 
him and made ascensions in this coun- 
try until In the fall of 1895, he went to 
Venezuela to see what the South Am- 
ericans thought of aeronautics, 

On Oct. 28 he was in Ville de Cura 
with the first balloon ever seen in that 
region. Thousands of natives were as- 
sembled, and Wolcott had no assist 
ant to keep them back. While he was 
busy filling the bag with hot air the 
Venezuelans were fingering the ropes 
and parachute and trampling them in 
the mud. 

Finally the swaying balloon was in- 
he could without checking his descent, 
peze and up he went. He always said 
afterward that he arose between 3,000 
and 3,500 feet before cutting loose the 
parachute. At any rate the parachute 
did not open. The mud trampled into 
it had fastened the ropes as if with 
cement The aeronaut, shooting 
straight downward, kept his head and 
tugged at the ropes in an attempt to 
shake them free. Having done all he 
he could without checking his descent, 
he made his body ready for what he 
knew was coming. He remembered 
that his best chance of avoiding mor 
tal injury, if such a thing could be, was 
to hit the ground feet first, so ].e held 
his legs rigidly straight with toes point- 
ed downward. 

Within 200 feet of the earth the para- 
chute opened, but it was gong so fast 
that the air split its covering in half a 
dozen places. Wolcott hit the ground 
in the middle of a level field. The sur- 
gical inventory taken many days later 
disclosed that several bones in each 
foot were broken; that both ankles, 
both knees and both hips were dislo- 
cated; that the pelvis and left arm 
were fractured; that the ribs on the 
left side were torn from the spine; that 
the lower vertebrae were dislocated 
and slightly cracked, and that there 
was pressure on the spinal cord. 

Wolcott, who was conscious all the 
time, was carried to a hut and left 
alone suffering intensely. He sent 
away the only doctor in the place be- 
cause the doctor said the only thing 
to do was to bleed him. He stayed in 
the hut all night, keeping himself 

ake by smoking cigarettes, for he 
lieved that he would die if he once 
e unconscious, 

The next morning Wolcott started for 
the railway station at Caguo on a 
stretcher, guarded by twenty soldiers, 
and he finally reached the hospital at 
Caracas. 

For three days thereafter he slept 
under an anaesthetic. He was para- 
lyzed from the waist down. The sur- 
geons told him he would die, but they 
gave him the best of treatment. Every 
fracture and dislocation was reduced 
except that of the right hip joint. In 
a few months he was well enough, 
though still helpless, to sail for New 
York. There he entered St. Luke's 
Hespitat, Gradually he regained th: 
use of his legs and arms, though bi: 
right hip remained dislocated and his 
spine bent, In spite of what he had 
come through, he was making con 
tracts for parachute jumps within a 
year of the time he fell. 


WEALTH OF FORESTS 


—— 
British Columba Trees Add Many Miil- 
lions to Their Value Yearly. 

Outside of the agricultural lands, 
those under water, covered wth snow, 
or still unexplored, it is estimated that 
there is in British Columbie an ares 
of 65 million acres capable of produc 
ing merchantable timber. Mr. R. E. 
Benedict, of the Forest Branch, stated 
that the amount of wood annually ad- 
ded to the standing forests through 
the natural process of growth, is 100 
feet per acre. Hence it would appear 
that 6 1-2 billion feet of timber is being 
added as interest to the wood capital 
every year. Mr. Benedict places the 
value of this growth roughly at $100,- 
000,000 per annum, but benefits in ex- 
cess of this amount will certainly ac 
crue. At the present time, when only 
one-quarter of the annual growth is be- 
ing cut, the returns tq the community 
are over $28,000,000 a year,

With no duty on butter 
the imports would be greater than 
ever, and would find their way to the 
prairie provinces and eastern Canada 
thus displacing the home product.

Now Ontario 
dairymen cannot meet the prices of 
the New Zealanders in the British 
Columbia market, Mr. Gow said. 

“When the New Zeaand trade com 
missioner first went to Vancouver 
| eighteen months ago the imports of 
| butter from the antipodes amounted 
to 300,000 pounds.. During 1912 they 
| reached nearly 6,000,000 pounds.”

mo break. When the steam roller has 
passed over the dummy the camera 
fs stopped, the dummy removed, and 
the real man lief down in its place, 
afterwards to jump up in a very life- 
ke manner, 

Another variety of trick film that 
Bas long mystified picture-goers ts 
that of the bricklayer who falls from 
the top of a sky-scraper into the 
strect below, apparently without be- 
ing any worse for it. His legs, arms, 
and head scattered on the pavement 
mysteriously .vastemble, allowing 
the bricklayer to get up and walk 
@way. Exactly the same procedure 
f used; the top of the sky-scia, r 
Bsually, being erected in the studio 
end hacked up by cleverly-painted 
geenery. The camera records the 
man’s fall up to a certain point, and 
then stops, whilst the man is safely 
eaught in a net hidden below. The 
mext scene is in the street and shows 
the dummy crashing to the ground, 
the parts detaching themselves oa 
eoncussion.

BREEDING ABNORMAL FISH. 
Curious Custom of Chinese and Jap- 
‘anes 


The telescope fish, a ous 
variety of fs a tecnden of the 
Chinese and Japanese fish breeders, 
who are past masters in the art of 
deforming nature, It has an almost 
globular glistening body, gilded on 
the sides, double do: fins and a 
long tail of peculiar shape, Its eyes 


| and their sockets are very ptomin- , 


ent and resemble the object glasses 
of telescopes, whence the name tele- 
geope fish. A carp this 
abnormal feature was discovered in 
Japan in the 16th century, since 
which epoch the peculiar character 
has been perpetuated and combined 
with many variations in form and 
coloring, by careful selection and 
crossing. 

The variety known as Yen-tan-yen 
or “veil tail’ preserves the normal 
structure of the eye during life, but 
fits delicate transparent tail attains 
an enormous size and falls in grace~ 
ful folds, like a veil, producing ef- 
fects that a “serpentine” dancer 
might envy, when a little fish moves 
in the sunlight. 

Other Japa-‘ese varieties of the 
telescope fish are the ‘“‘sheep’s nose,” 
which owes its name to the convex- 
4 of its body; the “pig's snout,” 
which has a head resembling those 
of Asiatic swine, and the ‘‘fan tail,” 
which raises and spreads its tail in 
the manner of a fan-tail pigeon. 

The Chinese breeders of teleseope 
fish disdain these abnormalities of 
structure and devote their attention 
chiefly to coloring. By modifying 
the temperature of the water, and 
by impregnating it with lime and 
fron, they produce startling shades 
and markings. Among the innumer- 
able varieties thus obtained we may 
mention the “spotted,’’ with a belly 
of silver, and sides and back marked 
with blue, yellow, black, rose and 
carmine dots; the crimson “ruby” 

‘and the “superb,” with glittering 
seales, scarlet belly, and black or 
bright red markings on the back.

Btrange Commonwealth Within the 
Dominions of the Czar. 
Russian authorities are puzzled to | 
decide what should be done with the | 
Imansk republic, a mysterious com- 
monwealth whose deeds and terrors 
have astonished Russia during the 


last six months, | fata 


For 20 years this Imansk republic | 
has existed in the Czar's dominions, 
with its own constitution, laws, pun- 
ishments, printing press and police, 
yet its discovery is only recent. 

Last year, Kasimir Veliki, a travel-— 
in Siberia, stumbled accidentally

| on this village of 1,000 houses and 
many farms and was made prisoner, | 
The town lies 300 miles from Viadi- 


yostock and {is not marked on the 
map. He learned that the commun- 
ity claimed to be Indépendent of both 
the Czar and of the Government of 
Pekin.

When traveling in Bast Asia he 
was struck by the secluded position 
of the Inman valley. He gave $5,000 
to three holy men to build log 
houses and a log church. The good 
men and 20 other persons prayed | 
there for three years. In the fourth | 
year there descended upon them a 
band of Yakatsk convicts, who 
murdered the whole 43 persons. 
These invaders started the Imansk 
republic, which was first a mere rob- 
bers” den, an’ for two years kept.

The republic developed. More 
bandits and convicts came, drank, 
fought and murdered.

There bas been much discussion coy: | 
cerning the origin of the word Meph- | 
istopheles in the past, which has, | 
moreover, as yet ended in no very sat- 
ctory conclusion, Some very bi- 
farre explanations had been propound- 
ed before the time of Goethe, who was 
himself forced to own to the musician 
Yelter in a letter of Nov. 20, 1829, “I 
cannot give any definite answer to the | 
question, ‘Whence comes the name | 
Mephistopheles?" 

According to one theory it was a by- 
brid Greco-Hebraic formation of me 
phis and tophel (the liar); according 
to another its etymology was entirely 
Greek—very dublous Greeck—mephos- 
tophilos, “he who does not love the 
light.” Though this derivation is hard- 
ly acceptable, it appears that this was 
the original form of the name, the sec- 
‘ond vowel being replaced by i at first 
in England, whence it was taken into 
the popular German myst-ries. 

In the “Goethe Jahrbuch’ Herr 
Oelbke gives an entirely nove! deriva- 
tion which, if farfetched, has at least 
the merit of originality. It is based on 
two names found in chapters 4 and 
15 of the second book of Samuel, 
Pephiboschetu and Architophel. He 
reminds us that ft was customary in 
the middle ages when giving names to 
evil spirits to refer to the Old Testa- 
ment; hence the combination “Meph- 
istopheles.” 

The explanation is not perceptibly 
more absurd than others. Goethe him- | 
self had a trick of using the abbre 
viated form Mephisto when {t suited 
the efigencies of his meter, It may be 


| remembered that this particularly ir- 


ritated Schopenhauer, who wrote in his 
pamphlet “On the Murder (Verhun- 
sung) of the German Language,” ‘The 
foolish desire for brevity goes so far 
as to cut off even the devil's tail by 
writing Mephisto for Mephistopheles.” |

“In all the years I have been attend- 
ing baseball games—and they are nore | 
than I would care to number—there is | 


as the greatest 1 have ever secn,” says | 
a contributor to the American Maga- 
sine. 

“There was no wonderful skill em- 
bodied in the play It was, I suppose, 
pure luck. But the fact remains that I 
have never seen ft duplicated nor ap- 
proached, and it fs, so far as I know, 
unique in the annals of baseball. 

“The game was one between Wash- 
{ngton and Cincinnati back in the days | 
when Washington was in the National ! 
league. The score was 1 to O in Cin- 
einnati’s favor in the last half of the 
ninth. Two men were out, and Wash- 
ington had a runner on second, with 
Wilmot at the bat. On the first ball 
pitcbed Wilmot swung bard and knock- 
ed an infield fly, the bighest I have 
ever seen. The ball went up and up 
until it was visible only as a tiny 
speck. 

“With the crack of the bat the run- 
ner on second had started for home, 
and he crossed the plate before the 
ball began to fall. Buck Ewing, Cin- 
cinnati’s first baseman; McPhee, who 
played second, and ‘Germany’ Smith, 
the shortstop, all gathered between 
first and second awaiting for the ball 
to drop. Wilmot sped around the 
bases at top speed and passed third as 
the ball fell just inside the triangle of 
waiting infielders, 

“The ball struck the hard earth of 
the base line and bounded high in the 
air, Ewing having to wuit for it to de 
scend a second time before he could 
make the throw home. Wilmot slid 
around the plate and was safe, having 
won the game with a home run on an 
infield fy,afeat which has never been 
duplicated in professional! baseball.”

In the summer of 1900 a couple of 
man eating lions took to infesting the 
Masai villages on the plain around the 
headwaters of the Guaso Nylro, west 
of Kenia, and by their ravages forved 
the Masai to abandon the district, and 
the natire travel routes across it were 
also temporarily closed. A few weeks 
later I was hunting in the district. 
We kept the thorn boma around our 
camp closed at night, with a fire burn- 
ing and askaris on guard, and were 


| not molested. 


Near Machakocboma a white travel- 
er was taken out of his tent by a man 
eater one night a good many years 
ago. A grewxome feature of the incl- 
dent was that on its first attempt the 
lion was driven off after having seized 
and wounded its victim. The wounds 
of the latter were dressed, and he was 
again put to bed, but soon after he had 
been left alone the lion again forced 
his way into the tent and this time 
carried the man off and ate him. 

Every year in East Africa natives 
are carried off from their villages or 


| from hunting camps by man eating 


Nons. Occasionally one hears of man 
eating leopards, which usually confine 
themselves to women and children, 
and there are man eating hyenas, but 
the true man eaters of Africa are lions 
and crocodiles.—Theodore Roosevelt in 
Scribner's Magazine. 


BRITAIN FEARED NAPOLEON. 


And Lamb, Who Thought Him a Fine 
Fellow, Fanned the Flame. 

It was on Aug. 8, 1815, that “Gen- 
eral” Bonaparte, as his English cap- 
tors insisted upon calling him, was 
transferred from the Bellerophon to 
the ship Northumberland, to begin the 
journey to 8t. Helena. There wis 
much protest in England against the 
transportation of the distinguished 
prisoner, but the government remained 
firm. 

Official England could see nothing 
but danger in keeping such a dynamic 


| 


force as Napoleon within its limits, 
and, harsh as the actions of the gov- 


ernment seemed, the position thus tak- 
en was not without logic. Napoleon 
had been placed on bis honor at Elba, 
but honor did not weigh with him 
when ambition was concerned. 

Charles Lamb spoke for those who 
favored Napoleon's detention in Eng- 
land when he wrote to Southey: “Aft- 
er all, Bonaparte is a fine fellow, as 
my barber says, and I should not mind 
standing bareheaded at his table to 
do service to him in his fall. They 
should have given him Hampton court 
of Kensington, with a tether extending 
forty miles round London.” Lamb 
whimsically suggested that if Napo- 
leon remained in England the people 
might some day eject the Brunswick 
in his favor, and the government took 
the suggestion seriously. 

Now that Napoleon is safely dead 
such a fear seems absurd, but Napo- 
leon was then alive, and, in view of 
that fact, no government was safe in 
saying, “I should worry!’’—Cleveland 
Plain Dealer.

Lachine When a Little Lad Owes 
iis Return to the Fact That an 
Old Woman Kept a Paper With 
the Name of His Home Written 
© It, 


The mystery has been cleared yp. 
The boy Patrick, many times ! st, 
strayed and stolen, who kept Lach! oe 
and the Valley o: Silence at Aka agog 
for many weeks, has found his par- 
ente. He Is said to be living ‘appily 
with them at Fotsdam, New York, 
from which place he was originally 
stolen by gypsies. 

Some gypsies travelec through the 
Montreal district a couple of months 


ago, and about a month or six weeks 
ago, a youth named Patrick ragged, 
and uneducated turned up, hurery 
acd useless, for he apparently had 
been taught no trad» of any kind, in 
the vicinity of Lachine. 

Here he was taken in charg» by 
Chief of Po'ice Roberi, to whom he 
told, bow be bad escaped from a band 
of gypsies and had stolen a ride on a 
St. Lawrence ‘iver freight boat, wh 
had .urned him off at the Lachin- 
wharf. 

Chief Robert did not know what to 
do with him, as he did not seem o 
be able to read or write and abso- 
lutely had no idea of who his people 
were, having been wiih the gypsies 
fr some seventeen yeurs. There- 
fo*e the cuief sent him to Oka, ’ 
Trappist Monastery, and tbe monks 
gladly welcomed him, gave him so: 3 
light work, 1nd named him Antoine 
Oyer, as he came to them when cheir 
honored AlLbott Dom Antoine Oyer 
died. 

His story at the time was published 
in the daily press with a picture of 
him, and this attracted the attention 
of bis people, who wrote to the chief. 
The chief told them that the best 
thing they coulu do was to come bere 
and look him up, They got an aunt 
of the boy in Montreal! to {nterest her- 
self tn him, end through her efforts 
he was gotten home, and there ts not 
the slightest doubt of his identity. 

The last Chief Robert beard of bim 
was at Oka. i.e seemed to be well 
satisfied with his lot of novice to the 
silent Monks, but suddenly two weeks 
ago he disappeared from there. The 
news that he is now with bis family 
in Potsdam came next. It also ap- 
pears.that he had all the time a piece 
of paper containing the name of the 
place where be came from hidden in 
his clothes. 

This was given him by his adopted 
mother in the gypsy camp when she 
lay dying, and the most valuable point 
of the boy’s experience, to scientists 
lies in this very fact, for it proves 
beyond a doubt, what many scep- 
tics have combatted, namely that for 
some reason or other never yet fully 
explained, gypsy women, will el.her 
personally, or compel their me> to 
steal children for adoption not as has 

been usually imagined for ransom, 
but for some other and sentimental 
reason equaly unexplatned as yet. 

In this case Frederick Brousseau's 
parents were so poor that they cer- 
tainly could not pay a ransom, and 
the gypsies who had camped near 
Potsdam for some time before Fred- 
erick disappeared must have known 
that. His disappearance happened 
about seventeen years ago, when he 
was a boy of seven. 

There was much tumber around 
Potsdam at that time, and bis father 
was a woodcutter who besides his 
wife had Frederick, another boy 
younger than the latter and a little 
girl. 

One evening when he came home, 
Frederick was missing. His wife like 
most mothers would have done under 
similar circumstances expressed her- 
self as certain that the child had heen 
kidnapped. 

Search parties were sent out, day 
and night, but not a trace of the hoy 
war found. Finally Brousseau and his 
friends came to the conclusion that 
the wife was right, for it was ascer- 
1 ined that a band of genutne Rom- 
any gypsies had camped for some 


| time tn the environs of Potsdam, and 


had left about the day Frederick was 
first missed.

GOOD WORK IN AGR. 
SCHOOLS 


The provincial schools of 
agriculture at Olds, Claresholm 
and Vermilion have just com- 
pleted their first term's work, 
the term being concluded with 
the Christman examinations. 

The schools are fully justify- 
ing the expectations of the 
minister of agriculture and 
board of agricultural education. 
Exceedingly practical through- 
out, the work undertaken by 
the students under the direction 
of the staffs, is all closely re- 
lated to the every day work of 
the farm. 

Special lectures have been 
given by officials of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, including 
H. A. Craig, superintendent 
of demonstration farms; 8S. G. 
Carlisle, assistant superintend- 
ent and W. F. Stevens, live 
stock commissioner for the pro- 
vince. Mr. Craig discussed 
light horses and Mr. Carlyle 
heavy horses, while Mr. Stevens 
has given several practical 
talks on hog raising and mark- 
eting and the general manage- 
mentof thefarm. Mr, Pearson, 
dairy commissioner, gives re- 
gular instruction in dairy work. 

The two months’ domestic 
science course at Claresholm is 
just concluding and after 
the Christmas holidays the 
domestic science course at the 
Olds school will begin, 

Both Olds and Claresholm 
schools are filled to capacity 
anda number of applications 
for admission have had to be 
refused. Vermilion has also a 
large enrollment, 


Protection For Children 
Necessary 


“If one-third of the hogs in 
Canada died before reaching 
adult age, the government 
would appoint a royal commis- 
sion to investigate the matter 
at once ; but as it is only the 
nation’s children who die in 
these numbers, of course, the 
matter is less important.” 

Such isthe dreadful toll of 
human life brought about by 
bad housing, poor food, poverty, 
overwork on the part of the 
mother, and the general ignor- 
ance of the poor, according ‘to 
the paper prepared by Dr. 
Evelyn Windsor, which was 
read by her colleague, Dr. Lea- 
cock, at the Calgary public 
library, under the auspices of 
the University of Calgary. 

The question of protecting 
the country’s children and af- 
fording them an opportunity to 
become real twentieth century 
men and women instead of dull, 
plodding, degraded toilers was 
was of the utmost importance. 
Business interests must be 
sacrificed to this imparamount 
demand. In this connection, 
Dr. Windsor scorned the pract- 
ice of child labor which has 
reached such grave proportions 
across the line, declaring that 
the legal school-leaving age, 14 
years, was not enough, as the 


child had not sufficiently de- 
veloped to withstand steady 
labor at that age. 

“Eugenics should play a 
greater partin the matter of 
raising of healthy children,” de- 
clared the lecturer, “and there 
is no doubt that the idea in- 
culated in this direction will 
make substantial growth.” 

Regarding the educational 
side of the child's life, Dr. Wind- 
sor pointed out the imperative 
duty of the state to provide 
not only proper schools, but 
also proper playgrounds. In 
this connection, special classes 
for defectives, the playground 
center movement and the story 
hour were meritorous steps in 
the right direction. 

Practical suggestions for 
mothers, pointing out the cor- 


rect way in which to bring up 
infants by touching on the 
feeding, hygiene and clothing 
of young children were then 
given. There could not be too 
much fresh air and sleep, and 
the child should be allowed to 
eat all it wants. Too much 
handling is distinctly injurious. 

A large number of interesting 
slides were then thrown on the 
screen, illustrating various 
phases of child life as depicted 
at the recent child welfare con- 
gress at Rochester, New York. 
These were especially interest- 
ing as showing the progress be- 
ing made in matters pertaining 
to the welfare of children across 
the line, in strong contrast to 
the general indifference so pre- 
valent in many parts of Canada. 


Quite a Change For Him 


A printer who has been _pub- 
lishing a paper back in a small 
Michigan town for five years, 
has decided to suspend publica- 
tion. He states that, like 
William TIennings Bryan, he 
finds it impossible to live on his 
salary ; also that his expenses 
have averaged moreeach week 
since the first of the year than 
his income. What else could 
the poor man do! We doubt 
very much if there is any other 
class of men in business who do 
business, or try to, on as small 


investment, and yet if an editor 
solicits business, advertising or 
otherwise, he is very frequently 
made to feel that he is asking 
for charitv ; if he tries to col- 
lect his subscription accounts, 
he finds that in many cases it is 
time wasted. People will con- 
tinue to take a paper from the 
postoftice for several years and 
then, with impunity, refuse 
payment, perchance because 
they know there is no legal 
process that can extract the 
amount from them, or the pro- 


ceedings would be too expen- 
sive to warrant the action. 


But, after all, there seems a 
sort of fascination about news- 
paper work that keeps a man 
atit and very few have the 
moral courage to face the ques- 
tion ona real business basis 
and quit, like the Michigan 
editor. Doubtless he will be 
able to get a position on some 
railroad section gang, or hire 
out to thin sugar beets for 
some of the sugar factories. 
In any case he will be sure of 
his wage and have enough to 
keep the wolf from the door 
and will not be looked on as an 
object of charity.—Ex.
